Q. I'm planning to move to an¬ 
other Stale to live near my chil¬ 
dren. Can inv checks be forward¬ 
ed ? 

A. Yes, the Po.st Office Depart¬ 
ment cun forwanl fwial security 
benefit checks if you have filed a 
change of address notice with 
them. In addition to that though 
you should file a change of ad¬ 
dress witli socii|il security. Then 
all your subsequent cliecka can 
be delivere«l promptly to your 
new address. 

Q. 1 work as a chambermaid in 
a hotel. I receive my board and 
lodging, as well a-s cash wages, 
for my work. I notice that my 
Tax Withholding Slip (W-2) for 
last year shows only the total 
cash I received. Doesn’t the board 
and room also count as wages on 
my social security record? 

A. Board and room and con¬ 
sidered “wages” for social secur¬ 
ity purposes in most employment 
except domestic work clone in the 
private home of the employer and 
woi’k done on a farm. To straight¬ 
en this out, ask at your local .'so¬ 
cial security district office for 
Form 7004. After you fill this out 
and mail it, you will receive a 
statement of your eamings from 
social security in Baltimore as 
they have been reported by your 
employer. If tlie .statement .shows 
that the value of board and room 
has not been reported, your dis¬ 
trict office will assist you in cor¬ 
recting the situation. You should 
take this action immediately since 
the records cannot be changed 
after three years have elapsed. 

Q; I have been married for 
fourteen year.s. 1 have a social 
security number under my maiden 
name, but I never got around to 
changing my name on your social 
.security records. I have worked 
on and off in the Ia.st few year.s. 
Will my not having chang^ luy 
name cause me to lose credit for 
this work? 

A. Chances are that your em¬ 
ployer has been asked about the 
different name on his report. Re¬ 
gardless of this, you should ob¬ 
tain a card Form OAAN-7O03 
from your social security office. 
Return the completed form, and 
you will be issued a social security 
card with your married name. The 
number will remain the same as 
it was on your old card.

Q. I had a farm hand quit on 
me in the middle of the harvest 
season. He left owing me some 
of the money I had advanced to 
him. Do I report the actual 
uiuount of money I paid him for 
the work he did or do 1 have to 
report and pay the tax on the 
wages and the advance he owes 
me? Which form would 1 use? 

A. An advance is not wages 
under social security unless work 
is done by the worker and the 
employer considers the work to be 
in satisfaction of the advance. In 
your case, the unpaid balance on 
the advance would not be wages; 
hence, you would ri-port for so- 
, rial security tax purposes only the 
actual amount of wages for work 
performed as shown by your pay¬ 
roll records. Where farm work is 
involved, you should report such 
wages on Form 943, available 
from the Internal Revenue Serv¬ 
ice or the Social Security Admin¬ 
istration.

The apparent Fimplui^y of 
trolling generally clnpcs a lot of 
good anglers into thinking that 
this effective fishing technique 
is a matter of dunking a lure 
overboard and revving up the 
motor. ■ 

Like other methods,’ trolling 
demands a certain measure of 
.know-how if results are to add 
Up to expectations, say the fish¬ 
ing folks at Mercury outboards. 

Of all iho faclor.s that inllti- 
cnce the fish-appeal of a trolled 
lure, probably speed is the most 
significant. 

Since most artificial lure.s are 
designed with built-in action, 
they function properly only .when 
wriggling along at a certain 
clip. When the pace is too fast 
or too slow, plugs exhibit about 
as much excitement as a clump 
of water-logged willows. They 
work at the right speed—noth¬ 
ing more, nothing less. Among 
different lures, the speed varies 
considerably. 

To pinpoint Just how fast a 
certain model should be trolled/ 
drop it overboard alongside the 
boat. Then watch and feel its 
action at various throttle set¬ 
tings. At one very precise point 
the plug responds like it should, 
say the Mercury experts, darting 
and tumbling as the maker in¬ 
tended. This, obviously, is the 
right speed. 

This simple—^yet revealing 
trick—makes picking the correct 
speed an easy matter. And it's a 
good one for all of us to file away 
for warmer days.

GENIAL GERMS 

Sonxe types of germs ai*e a good 
deal like people. At least they 
shai’e one of our outstanding 
traits — sociability. Like many 
humans, they can move in on 
someone and be discreet “house 
guesUs” for quite a while without 
committing any ovei’t offense that 
would get them evicted. Again 
like many humans, the longei 
they hang around the ha) der they 
are to get rid of. 

It’s these deceptively friendly 
intruders that often make it pos¬ 
sible for time. All too often the 
invader's presence is completely 
unsuspected until he’s managed 
to work serious harm on his in¬ 
nocent host. That’s what can hap¬ 
pen — and frequently does — in 
the case of the tuberculosis genn. 

Although its toll in the United 
States has been greatly i-educed, 
TB is still one of the worst kill¬ 
ers on a worldwide scale. Even
